We believe these mandates from those who offer their 
. lives for our protection and security should have almost 
the force of law. Nothing asked by our soldiers and sailors 
In this survey can be considered radical or unreasonable. 

On the contrary their requests offer the best possible 
evidence of soldierly patriotism.
